The Mandamus Refused. 



After the lapse of the t\veuty-fi)in- liour.s 
taltea by the Chief Justice fur the purpose 
of consultation with the defendant and de- 
fendant's counsel, — a somewhat risky e.x- 
periment for a Judge, — it was announced 
from the bench yesterday Ihnt thu rule 
asked for cnnuot be grauLeil. Thus it will 
be^een, that this redoubtable trio of olllcials 
hrfve determined to run all ha;;aids, cuii- 
neoled with one of the most unconstitutional 
and indefensible experiments in absolutism 
ever tried in a British Colony. 

The wretched excuse offered, by. thaiAt- 
torney General, to the effect tha't'tWo Act of 
the Legislature had not provided to whom 
the returns were to be delivered, is a very 
transparent and di-sgraceful device. Trans- 
parent, bocau.'^o the Act expressly declares 
that all mailers not .spcL-ially proviilet! for by 
the Act, shall be .si.bjcct to the election law 
of England ; disgrucofiil, because it i.s the 
confession of an incomputeu; ollicial, that 
his hanUiwork is a botch. Whij is to blame 
that the Act does not provide a place of de- 
posit foir the returns'? Who, but the very 
man who has the unblushing effrontery to 
stand up in Court and avovr ti>e fact that he 
advised Gavernor Douglas to rofuse a- con. 
stitutional tight, and then justify the arbi- 
trary procedure, because of a glaring defi- 
ciency in an Act which owes all its imper- 
fection to his unskillful tinkering. Since 
the Attorney General is a blunderer, and the 
Governor a ilespot, Her Majesty's subjects 
who are unfortunate eno!i;;h to inhabit this 
Island are to be unceremoniously and per- 
sistently denied their ri:,'hls. Slich- is'the 
plain EnijI'sh of this afiair. 

The publicity anil acnessibility of the 
poll-books, are arnoiii,' ihe most valuable 
sale-guards against oleclion frauds, liy the 
permission to every (declor to inspect and 
obtainfxa^'COpy of such returns, the entire 
public is made a Vigilance Committee to 
watch againM oorriiptipn. , from ^tha ,^very 
riat^ire' of 'tKa 'oasa," these are pufelid docu- 
ments, — registers,' in' which every voter has 
an interest arfif' a ■ proprietorship. Hence 
e?5ry""lo ver oFliBewy^ana j ueiioe,~ masi con- 
cur in their being operi to the' inspection of! 
all concerned. 

It is presuming loo muci; upon the inad- 
vertence or indillerence of the people, for 
the Government to suppose that they will 
tamely accept the trumpery prete.vt brought 
forward to justify denial of access to returns, 
which belong honestly to every elector, ami 
of which it is Jrauclulcnt, as well as oppres- 
sive, to rob him. There has been, in other 
cases, a very lesdy^ resort to the provisions 
of English • olectibn law;' ' The belter to 
spring political traps upon unsuspecting 
constituencies, no provision was inserted in 
the Act specifying the time that must elapse 
between notice of an election and its actual 
occurrence. At least one election was ille- 
gal, lor want of a proper interval being al- 
lowed, it biiiug doubtless presumed tlmt 
nobody but oliicials anil special confidantes 
would get sight of what was erroneously 
supposed to be the only copy of British 
election law on the Isla'ul. If there were 
no special provision in the Act supplement- 
ing its deficiencies, by English .statutes in 
such oaae made and provided, it would be 
only reasbiiable and proper to insist* 'that a 
precedent being established, it should be 
impartially followed. Why go to British 
law in one unmetitioned case, and to Dou- 
glas whim in another? 

This outrageous procedure is plainly in- 
tended to smother investigation, and, if pos- 
sible prevent the election being contested. 
It is of no use attempting to oonceal the ob- 
ject aimed at. No disguise can liitle it. A 
frank avowal of thi.s design wonh' imt make 
the conviction that it exists a whit stronger^ 
By relusing aoruss to the I'oll Books, until 
the House assemliles, and a Spoiikor is 
elected, it is hoped that if a pctitinn be pre- 
sented at the meeting of the .Assembly, 
there will be flaws anil inaccui aries in it, 
iuliicient to be a prnlevt for its rejection. 
Or if no petition be ine[)ared, until the spe- 
cifications in it can be made up, with the 
help of the Poll Hooks, British law, now so 
pertinaciously ignored, will bo pleaded as a 
reason for not receiving the petition at all, 
because it was not presented at the opening 
of the Assembly. 

Does Gov. Douglas imagine thnt the 
people are so purblind, as to be unable to see 
through the thin gauze of such trickery? 
We make bold to tell him that his worst po- 
litical enemies, could not desiri) to see him 
in a more vulnerable and ludpless posiiimi, 
than that in which be has now plaaed liim- 
solf, His removal can now bo sought, not 



only by petitiiai, hut by impeachment. All 
the colonists who date utter an opinion on 
tlio subject, and whose opinion is worth 
anything, declare with one voice that the 
existing administration is a yoke !which 
neither they nor their fathers were able to 
bear. And the time is near vrhen it will bo 
shaken off, and made to take the place which 
by right belongs to it, among the fossils of 
feudalism. " Wait a little longer !"

Justice Cameron — How, Mh iWight, dp 
you propose to show that I have' ahy jurls- 
diclioii over Iho Governor'! 

Mr, Wiglit — I'erh.ip.i your Lordship will 
iill'ju- me to read the allklavit, and then I 
.shall be able to .show that I am not applying 
anain.sl lii.s Ivvcelleiiey for aiiylliiiii,' done hi 
pursuuuce of liis comiiiission from llic Crown, 
for breach of which he is, I admit, alone 
liable to impeachment, like Warren Hast- 
ings, at the bar of the lliui.se of Commons;
